This June's 2,500,00 college'graduates 


—the most ever—are entering-a labor 
market already glutted. 


Will the 85 per cent who look for 


jobs find them? Some will, of course. 
Science Research Associates, a Chicago 
organization which has gathered de- 
tailed statistics on the job situation, 
says immediate prospects "can hardly, 
be considered good." Yet the outlook 
is considerabl bettor than last year, 
though much worse than in 1937. 


Many young people will fail because 


they go work-hunting where vacan- 
cies arc least likely. The American 
Youth Commission discovered that 40 
per cent of all youths it questioned 
wanted to get Into professional or tech- 
nical work. This is more than five 
times as many as are likely to find 
such jobs. 


At least two out of every three 


would like to get .into white collar 
work, though most such employment 
pays less tha nskilled labor jobs and 
only 30 per cent of the nation's jobs 
fall in the white collar class. 


If the graduate lands a job, chances 


arc he has had vocational training, or 
.has done part-time or summer work 
for the company before graduation. 
The U. S. Office 'of Education reports 
one out of every five successful appli- 
cants has already done some work for 
the company. Vocational graduates had 
an easier time finding work and re- 
ceived higher wages.

TIENTSIN,—OP)—Japanese ,officers 


tightening their blockade on'Tientsin's 
British and French concessions served

Apparently given a free hand by 


Tokio in this tense Far Eastern show-- 
down, the officers rejected British 
mediation attempts, imposed 'five new 
conditions for amicable settlement," 
and declared bluntly in a statement:- * 


"We will not cease our present meas- 


ures until the British reverse their 
ppjicy and afford us complete co- 
operation." 


The dispute, which started with re- 


fusal of British authorities to hand 
over to Japanese five Chinese accused 
of terrorism, appeared more firmly 
deadlocked than when the Japanese 
army started its blockade early Wed- 
nesday. 


The 120,000 population of the British 


and French concessions (including 5000 
foreigners) was virtually cut off from 
food and all other supplies. Prices;

pared schoolbooks in the British con-» 
cession.

J' *lt isn't true, according to a survey just completed for the Twentieth 
'•-Century Fund, which concludes that a nearly two-thirds of the total 


/-volume'of retail sales is*still handled through such stores. Establishments 
- of" that ty_pe have their own in numbers since 1929, the survey found, and up 
,f tji 1935"they were'still 86~per cent of all the stores in the United States. 
«f,!"'Trie.survey indicates that' there were in 1933 about l.GOO.OOO retail stores, 


employing some 4,000,000 people outside their proprietors. 
. v That is" a sizable block of people engaged in distribution o£ goods—with 
.their families they w.ould represent probably more than 20,000,000 people. The 
, dues-paying membership of the American Federation of Labor, for in- 


»^stance, was recently estimated' at 3,750,000, thus making it a group comparable 
, 'in size. 


H is pretty certain that no other country in the worldl can present so large 


a group of proprietors of small individual businesses. In Russia, of course 
they have been officially wiped out, and though there have been evidences 
of sporadi cefforts to resume a share in the distributive scheme, these are 
ruthlessly suppressed. In Germany and Italy, recent decrees of the dictatorial 
governments are regarded as having signed the death knell of the small 
enterpriser. 
» 


It is only America that this tremendous field foi individual enterprise has 


' been left open, and it is only here that it has been able to maintain itsellf 


in.the face of adverse business conditions, competition from chain and cen- 
trally-owned stores, the rise of the co-operative movement, and other 
competitive situations. 
. — When the individaul store has been able to maintain its position not 
'only in the face of competition from other individual stores, but in the face 
' of competition from other methods of distribuion, like chains and co-opera- 


tives, ft must mean that it is meeting a need and^ filling a place . 


And's long'as any institution can successfully do this, it need have no 


grea fears for the future.. It is the useful.in the long run, that survives. 


So much has been published and so 


much has been said over the radio and 
n other ways about the care of the 
mouth and teeth that it would seem 
riardly likely that anyone could have 
nissed the necessary information.

a rotting or sweeping motion, Some 
Recommend a general lip .and down 
motion.. 93 as to push the gum away 
from the. teeth'. Since the whole pur- 
pose of 
Mifc loo'ihbrushihg is. merely 


to get tb? .dyhris mid the. material 
en the teeth .- ml on ihe^cdges of the 
gums out o! the moullr the person 
who. Is using the toothbuush with a 
rasOnabl timoul of intUtgence . can 
soon*! find out for himself the best 
method.

Evenyone ought to know how to 


take care of llie toothbrush. 
Ce'r- 


tainly the brush should be kept away 
from sources of dust or other conlam- 


nation. 


After the toothbrush has been used, 


it should /be washed thoroughly and 
t»ung in the air where it will dry. 
Since it lakes soine time for tho ordi- 
nary toothbrush to dry, it is probably, 
best, if one can afford it, to have two 
toothbrushes* using them alternate- 
ly. 


There are still people who carry 


their toothbrush when traveling, in a 
vest pocket or l6ose in a suit wise. 
This is. certainly not good caro and 
is definitely unsanitary.

I am more than interested in a new 


book called "The Prediction and Pre- 
vention of Reading Difficulties." It is 
written by Margaret A. Stanger and 
Ellen K. Donahue, both of whom have 
devoted years of scientific research to 
the problem of reading difficulties in 
children. Its publishers are the Ox- 
ford University Press. 


It may seem strange to parents, and 


even to teachers, that throwing darts 
at a target, selecting blocks and fitting 
colored pegs into holes, could be asso- 
ciated with reading, 
.But it is by such tests that these 
specialists can determine the child's 
preference for using the right or left 
hand. 


By similar tests, the eye, the foot 


and each side of the body are carefully 
checks as to natural favoring by the 
child. The hand, however, is most im- 
portant. 


Which brings us to "brain domin- 


ance.' The brain is divided equally 
into two halves. The right side con- 
trols the left nerves of the body, and 
vice versa. 


The speech area is usually on the left 


side, which gives us a "natural prefer- 
ence for the right hand. It is fre- 
quently, however, on the opposite side. 
This forces a child with such domin- 
ance to use the right hand and causes 
a mental confusion. 


In such a case, a ''Vnjrror reflection" 


occurs. A letter or a whole word 
may appear backwards to the child. 
These reversals, unsuspected by par- 
ents or even the best of teachers, may 
affect, not only reading, but spelling, 
arithmetic and speech. 


The idea of the tests is to discover 


tendencies and thereby anticipate dif- 
ficulties with reading. Often the most 
brilliant pupils are slow at reading, 
poor in spelling and hopeless in arith- 
metic, although it does not follow that 
such correction will improve the nat- 
ural intelligence quotient.

San Francisco Seals and Cincinnati 
Reds. 


Like Joe and Vince he started as 


an infielder.

Asparagus is a valuble addition to 


the diet as it is rich in vitamins and 
minerals. It makes an excellent lun- 
cheon dish served buttered on toast 
or with Weat in an escalloped dish. 


Kale is preferable to spinach, as more 


of the valuable nutrients are available 
to the body. Spinach may be used 
raw in a salad in combination with 
spring onions, thinly slcied radishes 
and French dressing.

Law: Lawyers, as well as doctors, 


are too plentiful, The profession is re- 
ported greatly over-crowded except 
for Government positions and special- 
ized work such as patent law and 
taxes. There are about 40,000 law 
graduates trying to find work this 
June, according to Science Research 
Associates, Situation a little better, 
however, for women who have studied 
law. 
Those with proper traiinng can 


find positions in social work or as sec- 
retaries to lowyers and judges—rovid- 
ed, of course, they are willing to put 
aside idea of engaging in private prac- 
tice. 


Selling: This field demands new- 


comers. Has many more jobs than ap- 
plicants, since graduates of business 
schools often turn to financial or ad- 
vertising divisions of companies rather 
than the selling end. University of 
Maine says, "Sales jabs always outr 
number all others." More and more 
graduates are being put into company 
training programs. Yale reports posi- 
tion sare numerous in insuranoe home 
office and sales work and in manufac- 
turing sales and production.' Business 
school graduates and^majors in econ- 
omics are particularly fitted for sales 
jobs. 


Manufacturing: Light industries of- 


fer most regular employment at pres- 
ent, Science Research Associates says. 
In the heavy group, steel output is at 
50 per cent capacity and automobile 
production is slumping. Job prospects 
in heavy industries appear best in arm- 
ament's field; it is expected that U. S. 
Navy Yard's manpower of 50,000 will 
be doubled when Navy building pro- 
gram starts. Statisticians expect an 
upturn in construction to help all in- 
dustry. They report great activity in 
the 
transportation field, 
especially 


trucking. 


Secretarial and Editorial: These are 


both poor fields. Yale says vacancies 
are least numerous in advertising, pub- 
lishing and journalism', though "this 
situation is quite typical and should 
not be construed as anything peculiar 
to the employment market this year." 
The University of Wisconsin's School 
of Journalism says the metropolitan 
field is out for all applicants except 
experienced newspaper men. Secre- 
tarial jobs are just as hard to find, 
with schools turning out three times as 
many stenographers as are needed for 
jobs of thjit kind.

In Italy, though there is nominal 


peace between chuch, and state, there 
are deep underlying conflicts especial- 
ly over the training of children and 
the marriage laws. The increase of 
anti-Semitism and German-style rac- 
ial beliefs in Italy as German in- 
fluence mounts there have drawn 
repeated protests from high officials 
of the Catholic Church. 
A Univer- 


sal Church can scarcely accept tho 
curious racial doctrines of Germany 
which Mussolini appears to have ad- 
opted as'his own. 


And the destruction of Catholic 


Youth and Catholic Action organizat- 
ions in Italy, leaving the enire train- 
ing of youth and exclusive state con- 
cern, has destroyed 
much 
of 
the 


church-state understanding of the Con- 
cordat of 1929. The situation of the 
CatholicChurch in Italy itself is un- 
satisfactory and loaded .with potential 
conflicts. 


Even in Spain, traditional strong- 


hold of the Catholic Church, a Jesuit 
editor was .recently arrested by Dic- 
tator Franco, and the inevitable con- 
flict between toalitarianism and relig- 
ion may lie beneath the surface.
